Suit to prevent the expenditure of 
$191,875 appropriated by the Con- 
gstitutional Convention to defray 
expenses in connection with sub- 
mitting the proposed new consti- 
tution to the voters at a special 
election Feb. 27 was filed today 
in Cole County Circuit Court. 


The petition, returnable Feb. 5, | 


only 22 days before the election, 
gought a permanent injunction, 
and unless an advance is requested 
by the defendants, will not be con- 
sidered before Feb. 5. 

The suit was filed in the name 
sof J. D. Gustin of Springfield, and 
sought to enjoin State Auditor For- 
rest Smith and State Treasurer 
Wilson Bell from approving or is- 
Suing warrants. 

One of the lawyers in the suit is 
Frank B. Williams, of Springfield, 
a member of the convention who 
signed the constitution draft but 
opposed bitterly the retention of 
the nonpartisan court plan. The 
others are Roy Coyne of Joplin 
and State Senator M. C. Matthes of 
Hillsboro, who is slated by the Re- 
publican majority to be president 
pro tem of the Senate when the 
1945 Legislature convenes, Gustin 
filed as a taxpayer. 

One-Sidedness Charged. 

The petition declares that: the 
eonvention’s “Address to the Peo- 
pie,” a summary of its accomplish- 
ments which is scheduled to be 
printed in every Missouri news-| 
paper at a cost of $117,500, is “a' 
prejudicial, one-sided document of 
propaganda designed to give 
people a false impression” and 
“does not give a true statement of 
the changes made in the present 
eonstitution.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 15 (AP). 
—Tokyo broadcasts reported that 
400 American carrier planes today 
raided Luzon Island in the north- 
ern Philippines, and asserted that 
a'“powerful” Allied convoy had 
passed westward through Min- 
danao strait into the Sulu Sea on 
Thursday. 

“This enemy surface unit is 
nothing to make light of,” Domei 
news agency said in the report 
on, the convoy movement. The 
‘Sulu Sea is ;west and northwest 
of Mindanao, and the Philippine 
Islands of Mindoro and Luzon are 
north of it. 

There no confirmation from 
Allied sources of either operation. 

Domei said the,Allied: convoy 
moved into the Sulu Sea despite 
an attack by Japanese land-based 
planes and that the American air 
attack on Luzon was for the pur- 
pose of “protecting and aiding the 
units attacking in the Sulu Sea.” 

“Judging from the total strength 
deployed by the enemy, the magni- 
tude of his hopes placed in this 
single operation is not hard to 
imagine,” said Domei. 

“The exact objective of this new 
enemy operation remains wun- 
known. However, there is not a 
shadow of doubt that this is an 
important move by the’enemy to 
turn the tide of the Philippine bat- 
tle (on Leyte Island) in his favor 
by extending his lines westward. 


“Thus the feeling is deep that 
the Philippine battle is about to 
emerge from a restricted localized 
fighting to a vast extensive thea- 
ter.” 

Earlier the Japanese radio ad- 
mitted Thursday's. American Car- 
rier strike in the same area. Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz reported 91 Jap- 
anese planes were destroyed in 
Thursday's big strike.

Growers are planning to in- 
crease their acreage by 7 per cent 
in 1945, but this growth will not 
be satisfactory for cigarettes une 
til a year and a half or two years 
later. 

If the Army-Navy supply line fi- 
nally fills wp and this demand 
eases off, there is a _ possibility 
some additional cigarettes may 
flow back onto the civilian market.

Fighting Rages. 


PARIS, Dec. 15 (AP). — The 
United States Seventh Army, be- 
coming the sixth Allied army to 
invade Germany, drove two spear- 
heads across the boundary today 
near the fortress city of Wissem- 
bourg and near Scheibenhard. 

The crossing at Scheibenhard 
was only three and a half miles 
west of the easternmost tip of 
France and 35 miles south of 
Mannheim and Ludwigshafen. 
This was the easternmost point 
Allied armies have reached in 
northwest Europe. 

Three Seventh Army divisions 
made the crossing into the Pa- 
latinate of Bavaria before 6 p. m., 
two plunging across the line west 
of Wissémbourg, while the Seven- 
ty-ninth Infantry established a 
bridgehead over the Lauter River 
near Scheibenhard. ‘ 

Stiff Fighting Rages. 

Stiff fighting raged tonight in 
both Scheibenhard and Lauter- 
bourg, just across the river in Ger- 
many, 

The 103d Infantry Division, one 
of those which crossed west of 
Wissembourg, first cleared the 
towns of Clfmbach, Cleebourg, 
Keffenach, Birlenbach, Drachen- 
bronn and Bremmelbach on the 
French side of the frontier. The 
third division involved was not im- 
mediately identified. 

‘Pvt. Silas Newman of Kennett, 
Mo., was. among the first enlisted 
men in the infantry to step over 
the border. 

These forces had not yet reached 
the main Siegfried defenses, al- 
though they were under fierce 
German pillbox and bunker fire. 

The Seventh was the fourth 
American army to reach German 
soil. It erossed the frontier ex- 
actly four months after wading 
ashore on the French Riviera 425 
miles to the south. 

The First and Ninth armies, 
first to break into Germany, were 
drawn up along the Roer River 
15 miles beyond Aachen, where 


the Siegfried Line was first brok- 


en in September. The bitter fight- 
ing appeared to be subsiding. 
Third Inching Forward. 

The Third Army, which crashed 
into the industrial Saarland last 
month, was hacking its way slow- 
ly forward in the first works of 
the Siegfried fortifications on the 
Seventh Army’s left. 

The British Second Army holds 
a bit of Reich soil around Geilen- 
kirchen, The Canadian First Army 
is in the De Wyler forest, six miles 
from Kleve, northern end of the 
Siegfried line. The Allied First 
Airborne and the French First ar- 
mies have not yet entered Ger-

While acknowledging freely that 
the most graphic imagination, 
without actual experience, could 
not possibly conceive the inhuman 
conditions under which they are 
fighting and dying this winter 
along the Western front, they 
accept without resentment reports 
of apathy and indifference in the 
States. They tend to regard this 
attitude as just one dispensation 
of a fate that is both inscrutable 
and omnipotent—a fate that has 
snatched them from homes and 
sent them thousands of. miles 
overseas to kill or be killed on 
alien, heartless soil. 

The writer wishes that all read- 
ers of this dispatch could have 
been with him one recent morning 
on a visit to the organization 
which grew out of St. Louis’ own 
Battery A, which has an armory 
at Grand and Hickory. It is now 
a component of the 128th Battal- 


‘lion, Armored Field Artillery, of 


the Sixth Armored Division of the 
Third Army, and is still called 
Battery A. 

There had been snow during 
the night and traces of the down- 
fall clung to the higher ridges.

Yanks Forced to Fill 
Losses From Full 
Divisions.

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
NINTH ARMY IN GERMANY, 
Dec. 15 (AP).—Already plagued 
by shortages of ammunition and 
tires, American forces on the 
Western Front now are confront- 
ed with the problem of obtaining 
trained infantry replacements. 

Instead of a steady flow of such 
replacements direct from the 
United States, men are being 
taken from newly arrived divisions 
or from quiet sectors to fill the 
ranks of divisions which have had 
high casualties. 

The replacement problem as yet 
has not impaired seriously .the 
over-all fighting efficiency of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower's forces, 
but some local commanders feel 
it has worked hardships on them. 

Same Problem in Last War. 

(Much the same _ situation 
existed in the American Expedi- 
tionary Force of World War I. 
Several divisions sent overseas as 
combat units were made depot or 
replacement: divisions on arrival 
in France. 

(An indication of efforts to meet 
the replacement . problem was 
Washington’s announcement early 
this week of a tightening of draft 
regulations affecting men in the 
26 through 37 age group.) 

The assertion is made here that 
the situation on the Western 
Front ig due to short-sighted and 
optimistic planning in Washing- 
ton which led to heavy commit- 
ments for the Pacific theater 
along with general cuts in muni- 
tions and men in the belief that 
the European war would be over 
this year. 

In some cases divisions newly 
arrived in Europe have been 
drawn on heavily to replace losses 
in some veteran divisions. Field 
commanders have asserted that

LONDON, Dee. 15 (AP).— 
Britain today virtually aban- 
doned the London Polish Gov- 
ernment, with Prime Minister 
Churchill supporting as rea- 
sonable the Russian demands 
for territory in old Poland— 
territory the exiled govern- 


ment has refused to give up. 
Poland, Churchill said, would be 


compensated for its sacrifice of 
Lwow and territory near the 
Ukraine by areas of East Prussia 
and Danzig, to be wrested from 
Germany. 

In one of the most significant 
House of Commons addresses of 
the war—a speech which drew 
from one member the comment 
that the Atlantic Charter has be- 
come a ghost—Churchill also ap- 
pealed to President Roosevelt and 
Premier Stalin to meet with him 
“at the earliest possible moment,” 

(In Washington today, highly 
placed officials said Churchill, 
Roosevelt and Stalin would meet 
again soon after Roosevelt's 
fourth term inaugyration, which 
will take place Jan. 20. 

(These sources revealed that 
the date had been set after dis- 

closure that late January or 
even February was the earliest 
at which another “Big Three” 
conference could take place. 
Where the meeting will be held 
must remain secret for security 
reasons, It probably will depend 
on how far Stalin is willing to 
travel.) 

Apparently distraught over dip- 
lomatic developments which have 
raised differences among the 
United Nations, Churchill con- 
fessed disappointment that it had 
“been found impossible to arrange 
any meeting of the three great 
powers.” 

“Largest Battles” Ahead. 

Bluntly warning that the 
“largest battles fought in this 
war” Will occupy the spring and 
summer, Churchill reported that 
6,000,000 or 7,000,000 Germans al- 
ready had been killed. 


Churchill at one point spoke 
of conditions “if” the great 
powers agree. Again, he men- 
tioned “how much a failure on 
the part of the three greatest 
powers to work together would 
damage all our hopes for the 
future structure of world gov- 
ernment.” A quarrel among 
these powers, he asserted, 
wo.ld fatally rupture this world 
organization. 

Churchill said President Roose- 
velt had been informed of Rus- 
sian British decisions on Poland, 
but “I find great difficulty in dis- 
cussing these matters because the 
attitude of the United States has 
not been defined with. the pre- 
cision the British Government 
have thought it wise to use.” 
However, he said “the President 
is aware of everything that has 
passed.” 

‘Bare Bones of Polish Problem.” 

Placing before Britain’s law- 
makers what he called “the bare 
grim bones of the Polish prob- 
lem,” Churchill made these 
points: 

1.°The Poles have no al- 
ternative but to meet Russia’s 
demands for a western fron- 
tier along the “Curzon Line.” 

2. In return, Poland would 
be compensated with territory 
“at Germany’s expense,” in- 
cluding Danzig and all of East 
Prussia south and west of 
Konigsberg. 

3, Mass transfers of popula- 
tion would be made to pre 
vent minority disputes from 
troubling the future ; 

The Polish Government-in-Exile 
maintained official silence on 
Churchill’s address, but Poles 
here expressed belief it meant 
that Britain would recognize the 
Soviet-sponsored Lublin Commit- 
tee unless ex-Premier Stanislaw 

Mikolajcezyk was brought back into

Defense of Red Claims. 

I have intense sympathy with 
the Poles: ... and I also have 
sympathy with the Russians: ... 
Russia has the right of freassur- 
ance against future attacks from 
the west: And we are going all the 
way with her to see that she gets 
it: Not only by the might of her 
arms but with the approval and 
assent of the United Nations... . 

I éannot feel that Russia’s 
demands for reasstirance about 

her western frontiers goes be- 
yond the limit of what is rea 
sonable or just. Marshal Stalin 
and I also spoke and agreed

Compensation at the ex- 
pense of Germany, both in the 
north and in the west.

CHURCHILL HINTS 


He Implies Territory in 
East Prussia, Including

LONDON, Dec. 15 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill, wittingly or 
unwittingly, tendered Marshal 
Stalin a three-fold service today 
by his forceful intervention in 
Polish affairs. 

Firet, he supported wunocondl- 
tionally the Russian Premier's 
demand for the annexation to the 
U. S. B. R. of Polish lands east of 
the Curzon Line, areas in which 


Lwow hds been the chief bone of 
contention. 

Beyond that, he agreed by im- 
plication to Russia's annexation 
of a large slice of East Prussia 
lying between Konigsberg and So- 
vietized Lithuania, and including 
@ prize allyear seaport, Memel, 

No Mention of Oorridor, 

Churchill confined his analysis 
to stating what Poland would get 
at Germany’s expense as com- 
pensation for the loss of lands 
east of the Curzon line. He did 
not say that Russia, too, would 
fall heir to German territory. Yet 
no other interpretation seems 
possible than that such portions 
of German East Prussia as lie 
north and east of Konigsberg will 
be awarded to Russia by British 
consent. Otherwise there would 
once again arise the problem of a 
German corridor tO what would 
be left of Bast Prussia after the 
areas froti Danzig east to Konigs- 
berg have been doled out to Po 
land. Churchill made it crystal 
clear he desires no new corridor. 

Russia thus would fall heir to a 
Baltic Sea frontage of about 200 
miles, or as much as Churchill ex- 
pressly offered to Poland, That 
section of the Baltic is famed for 
its summer resorts, to which thou- 
sands of Germans flocked every 
ear, Hitler ageecney rig entered 
emel from the seaside March 23, 
1939, after brow-beating Lithuania 
into ceding Memelland. The sec- 
tion also includes as the principal 
inland city of this section, historic 
Tilsit with 50,000 population, 

Poland as Sea Power. 
This section is, however, not 
nearly as valuable as the portions 
of East Prussia offered to Poland, 
especially not the coastal area be- 
tween Danzis and Konigsberg. 
Considering thet Poland already 
has the ultra modern harbor of 
Gdynia, Churchill's rearrangement 
of the European map would make

He credited the 
Aluminum Co. with the success of 
the expansion of aluminum supply 
“to the full amount required for 
125,000 airplanes a year.” 

Ore Processed in Kilns. 

Ralph W. Brown, a research 
chemist at the East St. Louis 
works, developed the new process, 
known to the industry as the lime- 
soda-sinter process used in combi- 
nation with the established Bayer, 
or solution process, for extracting 
alumina, or aluminum oxide, from 
ore. The new East St. Louis plant 
is commonly referred to as the 
sinter plant. Sintering is a term 
for obtaining a chemical reaction 
by heat, and seven gigantic kilns 
are a central feature of the new 
plant. 

At the sinter plant insoluble 
“red mud” formerly discarded 
from the old plant is reprocessed. 
Up to 95 per cent of the alumina 
contained in the mud, formerly 
pumped to a waste lake, is re- 
claimed by returning soluble “sin- 
ters” to the old Bayer-type plant. 
As much as 25 per cent more alu- 
mina is thus obtained from the 
original bauxite. 

In the development laboratory 
both the new sinter plant and the 
old plant are reproduced on a 


small scale, and tests are being | Said 


made to perfect the large-scale 
operation. These tests will govern 
operations at the three other 
plants as well, and presumably 
guide the Canadian plant. In addi- 
tion, research is proceeding on 
many new postwar uses of alu- 
minum compounds and on new 
applications of fluorgpar. 


Original Works 41 Years Old. 

Charles B. Fox of St. Louis, 
president of the Aluminum Ore 
Co., pointed out to the visitors yes- 
terday that the East St. Louis 
works was in the last war the 
only source of aluminum ore in 
the country. He said the new 
sinter plant was the most sig- 
nificant elaboration of the Bayer 
process since the company’s es- 
tablishment here in 1903. 

The new plant occupies 33 acres. 
It is presently operating at about 
a third of capacity, and its auto- 
matic equipment is such that only 
about 75 persons are employed in 
its running. About 30 more work | 
in a control laboratory attached 
to it, separate from the big de-| 
velopment laboratory.

Explains She Laughed When He Begged Her 
to Marry Him if That Was the Situation, 


Told Him It Was a Big Joke. 


BEVERLY HILLS, Cal., Dec. 15 
(AP).—Coroner Frank Nance to- 
day demanded that the District 
Attorney begin an immediate in- 
vestigation of all the circumstances 
surrounding the death yesterday 
of Movie Actress Lupe Velez. 

Nance said he was “not satis- 
fied with the way the case was 
handled by the Beverly Hills po- 
lice.” He pointed out that the 
notes in which the Mexican actress 
disclosed she was to become an 
unwed mother were not delivered 
to his office for several hours 
after they were found. 

“We also had to send out twice 
to get the two phials found in 
Miss Velez’s home,” said Nance, 
“and we are not satisfied with 
the questioning of the witnesses 
by the Beverly Hills police. We 
believe that these witnesses should 
be subjected to further question- 
ing by the District Attorney’s in- 
vestigators,” 

District Attorney Fred Howser 
said he couldn’t agree with the 
'Coroner’s demand, and added: “So 
far as I know the death has no 
criminal aspects. If this is true I 
have no right to expend funds for 
an investigation and at present I 
do not propose to do so.” 

Nance said that “all evidence 
in the case points to nothing but 
suicide and there will be no in- 
quest.” An examining physician 
said she took an overdose of a 
drug. 

Meanwhile, the actress secre- 
tary, Mrs. Beulah Kinder, dis- 
closed that Miss Velez for a time 
planned to go to Mexico to have 
her baby, decided not to have it 
after concluding, as she wrote in 
a note, that the affection of 
French Actor Harold Ramond was 
“faked,” then considered the pos- 
sibility of an abortion. 

Mrs. Kinder said Miss Velez had 
discussed all details of her ap- 
proaching motherhood with her. 

A note, addressed only to Har- 
ald, but which police said was for 
Harald Ramond-Maresch, known 
in Hollywood as Harold Ramond, 
said: 

“May God forgive you and for- 
give me, too, but I prefer to take 
my own life away and our baby’s 
before I bring him with shame, 
or killing him. How could you, 
Harald, fake such great love for 
me and our baby when all the 
time you didn’t want us? I see 
no other way out for me, so good- 
by and good luck to you. Love, 
Lupe.” 

To Beverly Hills police, Ramond 


“I told Lupe I would marry her 
if she was expecting an infant. 
I told her of my great love for 
her and begged her to marry me. 
She laughed and said she wasn’t 
expecting a baby at all, that the 
whole thing was only a joke.... 
‘A terrible, awful joke.” 

A short time ago Miss Velez 
told reporters that she was going 
ito marry Ramond, formerly in 
the French Army, because, when 
‘she became obstreperous, “he tells 
tme where to go; he’s the only 
‘man who knows how to handle 
| Lupe.” 
| Then she and Ramond quar- 
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reled over politics. She an- 
nounced they were through and 
brusquely added that she pre- 
ferred her dogs, Chips and Chops, 
anyway, and was going to New 
York and forget about ‘romance. 
Ramond, who was born Peter 
Maresch in Vienna, June 9, 1917, 
decided last night to tell his story 
at a press conference in his apart- 
ment. The substance of his story 
was: “I loved Lupe—I knew about 
the child—but I didn’t know what 
to do.” 

Ramond said that when her doc- 
tor told him she was going to have 
a baby “I called her up and asked 
her to marry me.” 
“I insisted on a wedding event,” 
Ramond added ,“but she laughed 
at me and said: ‘I’m only kidding. 
I’m not expecting a baby at all.’” 

Ramond said he had known 
Miss Velez about a year and that 
they became engaged last July. 
“I was very much in love with 
her, wanted to marry her,” he 
said. “Our plans were made to 
that end. Circumstances were 
such that we had to postpone the 
date of our marriage. She then 
made plans to leave at once on a 
personal appearance tour, and an- 
nounced to the newspapers and 
our friends that our engagement 
was off. If Lupe was about to 
have a child, I cannot understand 
why she broke our engagement.” 

She was the former sweetheart 
of many of filmdom’s great, in- 
cluding the late John Gilbert, Ar- 
turo de Cordoba, Producer Win- 
field Sheehan and Gary Cooper— 
but her only marriage, to Johnny 
(Tarzan) Weismuller, one-time 
Olympic swimming star, ended in 
divorce. 

She was christened Guadalupe 
Villalobos Velez in San Luis Po- 
tosi, Mexico, She was under a 
$4000-a-week personal appearance 
contract and had another contract 
for radio broadcasts.

Verdict in Armes’ Death. 
A coroner’s jury last night re- 
turned a verdict that Armes, who 
died yesterday at Herrin Hospital, 
had met his death at the “hands 
of Thomas Propes.” Wednesday 
night a coroner’s jury reported 
that Propes had been killed by 
Armes “or by persons unknown.” 
Witnesses who testified at both 
inquests were Roy (Tony) Armes, 
brother of the gangster; Mrs. 
Patricia Butkus, the gangster’s 
former wife; Roy Daugherty, 
friend of Roy Armes; Mrs. May 
Propes, wife of the night club 
owner; William (Sweeney) Lang, 
a patron, and Evelyn Bennett, a 
cook at the club.

After Armes had won several hun- 
dred dollars from Propes, they 
said, he refused to bet more than 
$5. Propes became angry at not 
having an opportunity to win back 
his losses, they related, and he 
shot Armes in the stomach. Be- 
fore Armes collapsed on the floor, 
he fired and killed Propes.

SENATORS FIGHTING TO SEND 
6 NOMINEES BACK TO F.D.R. 


Those Opposed to State Department Ap- 
pointees to Resist Any Effort to Consider 
Them Ahead of Turn, Pepper Says. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 15 (AP).— 
Senators opposing six State De- 
partment nominees announced to- 
day they would attempt to send 
the nominations back to President 
Roosevelt. Senator Pepper (Dem.), 
Florida, told a reporter he and oth- 
ers who are opposed to confirma- 
tion of the slate would “resist any 
effort to take up the nominations 
out of order.” 

“We still believe@that there is a 


| possibility that the President will 


reconsider these nominations,” he 
said, 

With that in mind, he said he 
would move to send the nomina- 
tiona back to the White House, A 
motion of this sort would provide 
a single test vote on all six nomi- 
nees, unless it were amended from 
the floor to exclude some of them. 

Other Legislation Comes First. 

Although Chairman Connally 
(Dem.), Texas, of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee had hoped to 
obtain speedy consideration of the 
group, other legislation was in line 
for action first. 

Pepper said his group would in- 
sist that the Senate act on the 
President’s nominations of former 
Gov. Robert Hurley of Connecticut 
and Lt. Col. Edward Heller to the 
Surplus War Property Board be- 
fore taking up the State Depart- 
ment appointments. 

It was his opinion, he said, that 
a vote on the latter could not be 
reached until next week, 

Earlier, it appeared that the 
Senate, a little bewildered at the 
seesawing by the committee, would 
itself have the chance today to 
consider the State Department 
changes. 

Nye’s Vote Ruled Too Late. 

Most of the seesawing was over 
Poet-Librarian Archibald Mac- 
Leish, who was rejected twice by 
the committee and then was ap- 
proved late yesterday by an 11-to- 
10 vote indorsing him for Assist- 
ant Secretary of State. 

Senator Vandenberg’ (Rep.), 
Michigan, announced on the Sen- 
ate floor today that he had been 
authorized by Senator Nye (Rep.), 
North Dakota, to cast Nye’s vote 
in the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee against the MacLeish nomina- 
tion. However, Chairman Connally 
closed the polls last midnight and 
the Nye vote, which would have 
resulted in an 11-to-11 tie and an 
adverse report on MacLeish, was 
too late to be counted, 

Committee Favors All Six. 

Headed by Joseph C. Grew, 
named for Under Secretary of 


State, the six nominations by 


President Roosevelt went on the 
calendar with committee approval. 

Five nominees for Assistant 
Secretary of State were included 
in the committee’s approved list. 
Along with Grew, Brig. Gen. Julius 


Holmes proved the most popular 
of the six.nominees, each getting 
a 15-to-4 vote by the committee. 
James Dunn won 13to-5 ap- 
proval, Nelson Rockefeller 12 to 7, 
and Will L. Clayton 11 to 7. 


MacLeish, friend of the Presi- 
dent and Librarian of Congress for 
several years, first was turned 
down by a 12-to-8 vote when an 
unusval combination of Republi- 
cans and New Dealers opposed 
him. Then Senators Pepper 
and Murray (Dem.), Montana, 
changed their votes before the for- 
mal roll call and he received a 
10-to-10 tie. The committee, how- 
ever, kept the roll open for absen- 
tee Senators Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, and Nye. 


Wagner came through with a 
proxy favorable to MacLeish early 
in the ‘evening.

MacLeish Chief Target. 


All this left MacLeish the chief 
target for projected bipartisan at- 
tack in the Senate. It wil] be led 
by Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
who says he can’t understand 
MacLeish’s poetry. 


There were objectors to the oth- 
er nominees, too. 


Senators Pepper, Murray, Guf- 
fey (Dem.), Pennsylvania and La 
Follette (Prog.), Wisconsin, were 
operating in a tight combine at- 
tempting to send all the appoint- 
ments back to the President. 

Pepper explained the group had 
no quarrel with MacLeish; it 
thought him “the best of the lot.” 
Pepper said he did not believe the 
six appointments as a whole rep- 
resented economic and political 
viewpoints the country wanted the 
State Department to have in deal- 
ing with foreign nations. 


“It’s like naming a whole Su- 
preme Court composed of corpora- 
tion lawyers,” Pepper told a re- 
porter. 


The Pepper - Murray - Guffey-La 
Follette drive appeared aimed pri- 
marily at Clayton, millionaire cot- 
ton broker named to head the for- 
eign economic division of the de- 
partment.

Marshall, MacArthur, 
Eisenhower, Arnold, 
Leahy, King and 
Nimitz Appointed. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt signed a bill 
today creating the ranks of Ad- 
miral of the Fleet and General of 
the Army. He then nominated 
three admirals and four generals 
for the new five-star ratings. 

To be Admirals of the Fieet, 
the first in history, the President 
nominated William D, Leahy, hia 
personal chief of staff; Ernest J, 
King, commander in chief of the 
fleet and chief of naval opera- 
tions; and Chester W. Nimitz, 


commander in chief of the Pacif- 
ic fleet and of Pacific Ocean 
areas. 

To be Generals of the Army, 
Roosevelt named George C. Mar- 
shall, army chief of staff; Doug- 
las MacArthur, commander in the 
Southwest Pacific; Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, Allied commander in 
chief in Western Europe; and H., 
H. Arnold, commanding the Army 
Air Forces. Gen. John J. Persh- 
ing, retired, now has the rank of 
General of the Armies of the 
United States. 

Under the bill passed by Con- 
gress, Roosevelt still may name 
one more Admiral of the Fleet. 

The newly created ranks are 
equal to the ranks held by top 
British military leaders. 

By providing specifically that 
the new titles shall not disturb 
Pershing’s rank as General of the 
Armies of the United States, the 
measure thus gives him the right 
to wear six stars. By choice, how- 
ever, he has never worn more than 
four. 

Base pay for the new five-star 
commanders remains unchanged 
at $8000 a year, but personal 
money allowances are increased 
from $2200 to $5000. 

Last American naval officer to 
hold a rank above that of full ad- 
miral was George Dewey, on whom 
Congress in 1899 conferred the spe- 
cial title of Admiral of the Navy’ 
after his victory in Manila Bay.

Under Nazi Shelling. 


I was toi@d that enemy outposts 
were only W000 yards away. The 
guns of Battery A were silent for 
a moment. But the air shook with 
the sledgehammer crashes of 
neighboring batteries, punctuated 
by the murderous whistle of en- 
emy 88mm. shells which burst far 
or near in the mud with dual, 
savage plops. We knew that little 
more than a mile forward relent- 
less patrol actions were going on 
night and day. 


Dismounting from the car we 
went squashing through mud and 
water up to our knees over’ posi- 
tive gullies plowed by tank and 
assault gun treads. Tiny, water- 
proof pup tents were scattered 
about, but there were no foxholes. 
If dug, the foxholes would prompt- 
ly fill to the brim with ice water. 
Besides, all soldiers learn a fatal- 
istic creed. If a shell has your 
number on it they think it will 
hunt you out in any foxhole or 
concrete emplacement. If not you 
are safe wherever you may be, 


In the foreground burned a 
camp fire made by igniting wooden 
shell cases with bags of black 
powder taken from shell charges. 
Usually these do not explode when 
touched off with a match or cigar- 
ette lighter, but burst into a quick, 
hot flame. About the fire were 
clustered a dozen sturdy, smiling 
lads with no cover against the 
elements save their own clothing. 
They eat in the rain and open air 
with mess kits resting on gun 
caissons or the treads of vehicles. 
They had had to inure themselves 
to only two meals a day, as it is 
unsafe to light fires after dark. 


For months the writer has lis- 
tened to complaints about army 
rations, principally from the 
“chair-borne infantry” and corre- 
spondents in the rear echelons. 
Here in the front lines there is 
nothing but praise. Military food, 
a St. Louis artilleryman testified, 
is good and plentiful and always 
on time. 


Straw Pallets on Mud. 


The housekeeping arrangements 
of the pup tent habitations were 
found to be simple but effective. 
On the muddy floor is spread a 
thick pallet of straw, carried from 


laid the soldier’s bedroll and 
blankets. The latter get damp, for 
the moisture of this climate is 
penetrating, but they never get 
wet unless directly exposed. 


However raw and primitive their 
existence, the battery members 
console themselves with the 
thought that the infantrymen 
“have it still tougher.” 


The single complaint expressed 
was over the endless length of the 
nights. At this season in Lorraine 
it is pitch dark at 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon and the sun does not 
return until 8 in the morning.

Finally he 
picked a gun position near a ham- 
let in eastern Lorraine, with the 
village of Auersmacher, 9000 yards 
away across the Saar, as the tar- 

et. 
mee he neared Henriville, Col. 
Bruce decided the crucial moment 
was at hand. He thrust his bat- 
talion onward into the front line 
so his rivals had to take up sta- 
tions farther back. Next morn- 
ing—-Dec. 5—he stole a march on 
his opponents by arousing his men 
at daylight, and after a hasty 
breakfast marched the battalion 
seven miles to the previously 
chosen gun position. The unit ar- 
rived at 9 o’clock, and an hour 
later had its batteries in position 
and guns registered on the target 
according to data computed by 
Maj.

Precisely at 10:12, Bruce gave 
the signal. Eighteen gunners 
jerked lanyards, and 18 105mm.

Other Battalions Fire. 

It was nearly four hours later 
when the 212th Battalion finally 
got in position and fired a round 
into Naziland.

The range, of more than 10,000 
yards, made it necessary to tilt the

A permit to raze the old 15-room 
mansion at 3134 Lucas avenue, a 
St. Louis landmark built in 1880 by 
the late George H. Goddard, bank- 


er and merchant, has been issued 
to Mrs. Genevieve L. Browning of 
Weston, Mass., the present owner, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

The old house, which wag once a 
show place on a fashionable street, 
has been a rooming house for the 
last 30 years. When it was built 
by Goddard it sat in the center of 
a large lot and was pointed out to 
visitors ag one of the city’s fine 
mansions. 

Goddard, a native of Georgia, 
came to St. Louis in 1874 and en- 
tered the mercantile business, buy- 
ing out the old firm of Samuel 
McCartney & Co., and Bevis, Fra- 
zier & Co. He later sold these 
firms and entered the banking 
business. He was a director of 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. 
at the time of his death. 
| Mrs. Virginia A. Goddard, his 
widow, sold the house and prop- 
erty in 1910 for $15,000, although 
she and her son, Trya Hill God- 
dard, continued to live there until 
1912. Since then it has changed 
hands many times. 

Charles Lich, attorney for Mrs. 
Browning, said the old house was 
in bad repair and rather than 
spend considerable money to re- 
model it,. she had decided to 
‘have it torn down.

Area in 18 Months, Says WLB Man| 


No Possible Justification for Wartime Work 
Stoppages, Regional Chief’ Asserts — 
Praises Workers and Industry Generally 


for Achievements.

N: possible justification exists for a strike in wartime regardless 


of the Seventh Regional War Labor Board, told the Post-Dispatch 
at the conclusion of a three-day session of the board here yesterday. 
The national policy of the War Labor Board, Nachtman pointed 
out, is to refuse to deal with strikers until they return to work 
although its representatives frequently try to persuade them to get 
back on the job, warning them that the board will not hear their 


case until they do. 


Ample arbitration machinery exists, he added, 


and there is no excuse for violation of labor’s no wartime strike pledge. 


In reviewing 95 work stoppages 
which have occurred in the re- 
gional board's five-state area in 
18 months, including 35 in the 
St. Louis district, Nachtman ob- 
served that he did not know “of 
a single strike in which either 
labor or management had won 
anything.” 

Strikes handled by the board do 
mot include other work stoppages 
which were settled by the United 
States Conciliation Service or ad- 
justed on the spot by employers 
and employes. 


Praise for Labor Here. 

“Broadly speaking, industry and 
labor in the St. Louis area and 
throughout the board's entire re- 
gion deserve the highest credit,” 
Nachtman said, “for co-operating 
so efficiently that production has 
been excellent and has been expe- 
dited consistently. 

“But there is no blinking the 
fact that work stoppages and 
strikes have occurred for which 
there was no excuse either on the 
part of labor or. management. 
There can be no justification for 
@ work stoppage in war time. On 
that score, labor and industry can 
do a better job.” 

Analyzing the atrikes which 
have occurred in the board's re- 
gion, comprising Missouri, Kan- 
ene, Nebraska, Iowa and Arkansas, 
Nachtman said that while more 
took place in the St. Louis area 
than any other locality in the dis- 
trict they were not out of propor- 
tion to the concentration of indus- 
try here and included some work 
stoppages which developed on the 
East Side, which formerly was un- 
der the regional board's jurisdic- 
tion. 

Many of the work stoppages, he 
added, involved only a handful of 
men and lasted a few hours while 
others resulted in hundreds re- 
maining idle for several days. But 
the strike situation in St. Louis 
and throughout the region, Nacht- 
man emphasized, compares “favor- 
ably with any in the country.” 

“Two strikes in @ predominantly 
agricultural state like Nebraska,” 
Nachtman said, “loom larger there 
than a dozen would in a metropol- 
itan area.” 


Harm Done by Stoppages. 

Harm that the strikes have done 
eannot be measured in dollars and 
cents, Nachtman said, nor is it 
possible always to ascertain how 
much production was lost. There 
is no doubt, he added, that the 
work stoppages have done “con- 
siderable harm” and created “a 
definite production loss,” but their 
worst effect has been to under- 
mine morale in wartime. Even a 
work stoppage by a few men in a 
small plant, he continued, may 
have far reaching effects. 

“Loss of morale may be what 
we call an imponderable factor,” 
WNachtman said, “but it is a very 
evident and practical one. Valu- 
able time is wasted discussing 
work stoppages. It affects the 
family life of those involved and 
reaches out into the homes of oth- 
ers who are aware of what is 
taking place. 

“It gets people’s minds off the 
ball. There’s only one goal—to 
win the war. Anything that dis- 
tracts from that objective directly 
er indirectly affects war produc- 
tion.” 

The St. Louis street ca: strike 
Jast June, Nachtman said, “caused 
more unrest and uneasiness than 
any we have had, yet it accom- 
plished nothing that could not 
have been settled in the first 
place around the arbitration 
table. 

“It disrupted production and 
made thousands of workers late 
to their tasks in vita’ war indus- 
tries, besides needlessly incon- 
veniencing the entire community. 
But it had one benefit—it at 
least brought home to everyone 
the folly « a strike in wartime.” 

The Laclede-Christy strike in 
February, 1943, affecting 1200 re- 
fractory workers, Nachtman said, 
reflected a then prevailing bitter- 
ness in industry generally against 
the WLB because of delays which 
appeared to many to have been 
avoidable. Procedure since has 
been streamlined, he added, 

Nachtman, in recalling other 
major strikes, said that a single 
day's shut-down last summer of 
the Pratt & Whitney works in 
Kansas City, when 18,000 workers 
walked ott, cut down production 
of needed airplane motors and 
contributed to a feeling of some 
workers in small plants that “if 
the big }° ces go out, why can’t 
we?” 


Strike Causes Variable. 


Causes of strikes? They are, in 
Wachtman’s opinion, as variable 
as human nature. They represent 
to him “a problem in human 
equations” often intensified by 
confusion and misunderstanding 
of regulatory measures designed 
to keep the wartime production 
machine operating at top speed.

IDESPREAD acclaim for the 
10-year accomplishments of 
the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity is promot:. at home and 
abroad the adoption of new types 
of river development and land 
use such as will make possible 
over great areas improved stand- 
ards of living and intriguing op- 


industrial activity. The generous 
support being accorded Senator 
Murray’s proposal for a Missouri 
Valley Authority—MVA—is one 


telling bit of evidence as to the 
influence which TVA is exerting. 


All over the world—in India, 
China, Africa, Russia, Palestine, 
Brazil and other parts of South 
America, and in the Balkans — 
comparable river valley projects 
have been started or are being 
actively planned with TVA usu- 
ally as their acknowledged in- 
spiration. 


Developing Situation. 


Every such project necessarily 
involves engineering works — 
sometimes on a vast scale—and 
the acquisition of all kinds of 
paraphernalia required for the 
new and often novel types of ac- 
tivity, both agricultural and in- 
dustrial, which are brought into 
fruitful being. The implications 
will hardly be overlooked by 
dynamic American business en- 
terprise. 


This developing situation opens 
up promising opportunities for 
employment in the years just 
ahead when the returning armies 
and workers released from war 
plants will have to be absorbed 
back into a peacetime economy. 
Fortunately this widening in our 
work outlook occurs at a time 
when progress in technology has 
been putting limits on employment 
as ordinarily conceived and thus 
threatening the whole social struc- 
ture. 

But, looking beyond these im- 
mediate objectives, we may be 
witnessing a synthesis of -admin- 
istration and science comparable 
in the life of the race to the In- 
dustrial Revolution, which came 
into being 150 years ago with the 
invention of the steam engine. 

Note these occurrences—recent 
as history goes. Edison gave us 
light in 1 with electricity gen- 
erated by burning coal under a 
boiler. About 1890 this coal. gen- 
erated electric energy began to be 
used for power and industry ad- 
jacent to the power plant. Then 


mit electricity increasing dis- 
tances from the point of genera- 
tion to the point of use. And 
finally, around the turn of the 
century, electricity began to be 
obtained in volume from falling 
waters. We can now generate 
electricity in any desired volume, 
with either coal or from falling 
water, and send it economically 
hundreds of miles to the point of 
use, This cycle is complete. 


Depletion of the Soil. 


Now witness developments in 
an entirely new field. About the 
time President Theodore Roose- 
velt held his 1907 Conservation 
Conference in the White House, 
the Department of Agriculture of- 
ficially expressed the view that 
“the soil is the one indestructible, 
immutable asset that the nation 
possesses, It is the one resource 
that cannot be exhausted; that 
cannot be used up.” In other words, 


Since then, we have become con- 
vinced that, through gulley and 


depletion, the soil—the foundation 
of practically all life—over vast 
areas throughout the world, has 
been ruined, Everywhere’ the 
baneful process is actually being 
accelerated. In low moments we 
worry with Shaler as to whether 


enforce ways of dealing with the 
earth so that it may support men 
of the ages to come”—a statement 
made before the rise to power of 
mechanized agriculture, 


However, beginning early in the 
present administration in the 
United States, a wide variety of 
steps have been taken in the line 
of soil conservation and improved 
land use. The sciences involved 
have grown by leaps and bounds. 
While the integration of the wide 
variety of specialization has hard- 
ly started it begins to look as if be 
solution of this appalling proble 
may be in sight or, at least, 
around the corner. It is generally 
agreed that if adequate remedies 
are to be found, the United States 
must discover them.

Consistent therewith, at a news 
conference held just after the re- 
cent election, in indorsing the 
Missouri Valley Authority, the 
President said that, even if “blind- 
folded,” he could outline the 
“seven” principal river valleys 
which would profit by the Author- 
ity type of administration. 


Hazarding a guess as the matter 
stands today, these might be—- 
omitting TVA—the valleys of the 
Missouri, Arkansas, Columbia, 
Colorado, Trinity, Sacramento-San 
Joaquin and the Ohio. The Yazoo 
in Mississippi would be among the 
close. seconds. My own Delaware 
should be included. 


As we launch this epochal new 
scheme for the better internal or- 
ganization of our country we 
should get away from the idea 
that every river development is 
different. They will vary, of 
course, as to engineering and 
other relatively minor details but 
hardly at all as to their broad so- 
cial, economic, political and tech- 
nological implications. 

To emphasize similarities rather 
than to stress differences should 
be our aim.

SSERTING that Prime Minister Churchill is a ‘“‘would-be Brit- 
ish. Fuehrer” who has “lost his head completely” in the Greek 
crisis, novelist H. G. Wells said yesterday “it is high time he 


retired on his laurels before we forget the debt we owe him” as a 


British fighting symbol, 

In an article entitled “Churchill 
Must Go,” published in the weekly 
Tribune, Wells said the Prime 
Minister’s intervention in Greece 
was a “discredit” to the nation 
and resulted from Churchill's 
“pro-royalism,” his “snobbishness” 
and “limited range of ideas.” 

Wells conceded that Churchill 
had served Britain as a fighting 
symbol. but contended he had 
“outlived that role.” 


His Ideology Assailed. 
“When the British people were 
blistered with humiliation by the 
currish policy of the old conserv- 
ative gang in power the pugnacity 
of Winston brought him to the 


fore,” Wells wrote. “The country 
meant fighting, and he delighted 
in fighting. For want of a better, 
he became our national will for 
a a role he has now out- 
ived.” 


Saying that “If we do not end 
Winston, Winston will end us,” 
Wells said that “since those early 
days world events have moved 
with a swiftness this earth has 
never known before. His (Church- 
ill’s) ideology, picked up in the 
garrison life of India, on the reefs 
of South Africa and in the ma- 
ternal home and conversation of 
wealthy Conservative households, 
is a pitiful jumble of incoherent 
nonsense, He hag served his pur- 
pose ,.. a Boy Scout is better 
equipped.

GAINS BOOST CHINESE DOLLAR

A Reply to Mr. Lippmann 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Walter Lippmann says: “Never before 
has a well-defended continent been in- 
vaded from across the seas.” The suc- 
cess of the Allied army in landing on 
the Normandy beaches moves Mr. Lipp- 
mann to say that “no one can again 
argue that North and South America 
are from trans-ocean attacks.” 

Mr. Lippmann seems to overlook the 
fact that the invasion of Normandy was 
not “from Overseas”; it was from across 
a channel only a few miles wide. For 
two years we had been piling up in Eng- 
land a mountain of ammunition, jeeps, 
airplanes and every other kind of sup- 
plies essential to an army. The armada 
of ships assembled to transport sup- 
plies and soldierg to Normandy had to 
make a voyage of only a few hours. 

Had the invasion of Europe really 
been “from across seas,” had our ships 
been obliged to return to New York after 
debarking each load on the Normandy 
beaches—had that been the situation, the 
first group of invaders would have been 
annihilated by the Germans before the 
second group arrived. 

If either Canada or Mexico were to 
become an ally of a military power at 
war with us, if it gave that power a 
nearby “springboard” as England gave 
us a “springboard” a few hours away 
from Normandy—in that case we might 


’ be invaded “from across seas.” Ameri- 


ca’s goal should be to insure friendly 
felations with Mexico and Canada, and 
to keep adequately armed.

Haste Makes Sense 

At last the Horner and Shifrin master plan 
for a checkerboard of metropolitan area airports 
has been presented to the Municipal Airport 
Commission. There is no satisfactory explana- 
tion of why it took six months to work out a 
provisional program from detailed suggestions 
submitted to the Commission by Oliver Parks, 


at the request of Mayor Kaufmann, last April. — 
* But the report is excellent as far as it goes. 


Lest plane-minded St. Louisans get their 
hopes too high, however, it should be explained 
that this plan bears the same relation to reality 
that an idea for a novel bears to the finished, 
printed product. What it amounts to is a pre- 
liminary survey of the area’s needs, made 
sketchily at the picayune expense of $5000, and 
embodying no blueprints that could be acted 
on at once. This is no discredit to Horner and 
Shifrin, who were commissioned to do only the 
most cursory kind of job, and did it well, But 
it does point up the necessity for avoiding fur- 
ther delays in getting a part of the program 
into the blueprint stage. 

So far as the city itself is concerned, there 
is hope for quick action. The Small Airports 
Subcommittee of the Airport Commission will 
meet Monday, with sleeves rolled up, and will 
then call an emergency meeting of the commis- 
sion itself. There is no reason why. engineer- 
ing data on at least four of the proposed city 
fields should not be ready in 30 days. 

There is an urgent reason why it should be 
ready. The $1,250,000,000 CAA bill, geared to 
national re-employment needs, will be acted 
upon by Congress immediately after the war in 
Europe is over. Between now and that time, there 
is a good chance for increasing the St. Louis 
allotment of $6,250,000 in that program if proj- 
ects other than Lambert Field and Columbia 
Bottoms are blueprinted and ready to go, 

Four fields in the Horner and Shifrin plan 
deserve first consideration. Most important of 
all is location of a downtown port at Eighteenth 
or Twentieth street.’ Such a shuttle service 
anchor for Lambert Field and Columbia Bot- 
toms, handling mail and passengers from the 
two major terminals, will be needed to round 
out the city’s commercial aviation pattern. An 
elevated field, extending west to Jefferson, can 
be built with two 2000-foot runways at an esti- 
mated cost. of $6,250,000. Speed on this project 
may make elaborate plans for super-highways to 
the two first-class terminals unnecessary. 

The city can and should also act right away 
on a South St. Louis field near Carondelet Park, 
a North Side field at the foot of Grand avenue, 
east of Broadway, and a West Side project-— 
perhaps south of Forest Park on Hampton. 
These, at $2,000,000 each, would put the whole 
program in the blueprint stage at $14,250,000, 
exclusive of Lambert Field and the Bottoms 
site—an excellent bid for CAA funds which 
will be spent in the next five years. 

The Horner and Shifrin report also calls for 
thorough study by the Metropolitan Plan Com- 
mission, the group best equipped to tackle the 
problem of divided county and state authorities 
on both sides of the river.

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Refreshing Realism 

The Interstate Commerce Commission's deci- 
sion Wednesday to continue the suspension for 
another year of the 1942 emergency railroad 
freight rate increases reflects credit on the com- 
mission—and also on OPA Administrator Bowles, 
who took the lead in resisting the roads’ appli- 
cation for rate hikes of from 3 to 6 per cent. 

The Association of American Railroads didn’t 
like this a bit—indeed, its counsel charged that 
Mr. Bowles was “seeking to drive the railroads 
into bankruptcy, promoting inflation by destroy- 
ing their purchasing power and credit, and 
ultimately forcing upon them vast Government 
subsidies they do not want.” 

The railroaders didn’t deny their present in- 
crease in tonnage, prosperity, debt reduction and 
dividend payments. Their fears are of a traffic 
revenue collapse right around reconversion’s cor- 
ner; to forfend which they must have higher 
rates now. Mr. Bowles showed a proper con- 
cept of public duty in opposing this calamity 
howling, and the commission decided with re- 
freshing realism. 
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A Policy—Made in Japan 

The average American is no more bloodthirsty 
than a Sunday School teacher. Yet he must re- 
act with amazement to War Department cone 
firmation of the fact that our bombing B-29s 
carefully avoid Hirohito’s Tokyo palace as—so 
the story runs—“a matter of policy.” 

What kind of policy and where does it come 
from? The reasons for this curious courtesy are 
several. A jolt for the Emperor might incite 
fresh Jap fanaticism is the theory, although 
Jap fanaticism already seems to be now at the 
peak of human endurance. Some say—rat'‘er 
pointiessly—that the Son of Heaven was oblig- 
ingly reluctant to make war on the United States 
anyway. The Allies, it is finally argued, might 
want to make some postwar use of him, per- 
haps converting the imperial dynasty into a 
puppet government. 

It is still a question whether bombing the 
hallowed residence of this fantastic human 
divinity would discourage the Emperor myth or 
strengthen it, although there is something un- 
savory about permitting Japanese Shintoism to 
dictate American military policy in such fashion. 
But there is no question that the Emperor myth 
itself, through which a whole people is inspired 
to wage terrible “religious” war, is the keystone 
of the entire Japanese system. 

Nor is there question that a potent bloc of ime 
perial-minded opinion in Washington, and an- 
‘othér in Great Britain, favors postwar coddling 
of the Mikado. 

The one clear democratic voice among Allied 
Government leaders has been that of Sun Fo, 
son of Dr. Sun Yat-sen and President of the 
Chinese Legislative Yuan. “If there is to be an 
end to militarism ,, , in Japan,” he wrote this

That’s not over-simplification. It makes sense. 
What kind of peace will we be writing, what 
kind of truce will we be agreeing to, if the roots 
of war—the myth of Mikadoism or the myth of 
Hitlerism—are left in the soil of nations to 
sprout again? 
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UNRRA Takes a Stand 


UNRRA has parted company with the British 
“military liaison” for the duration of the Greek 
civil war. 

UNRRA means United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration, and the essence 
of the concept is that it shall be the instrument 
of all the United Nations, not alone Britain or 
America—and that its job is relief to all the 
people of liberated nations, not just factions in 
the good graces of the Government which hap- 
pens to be on top. 

Life in Greece in peace is hard; it was fright- 
ful under the Nazi occupation, and has been 
little better since the Gestapo got out. UNRRA 
had a major job to do there, one of the first real 
commitments, and set out to prove that it was 
equal to the task. 

Food for the famished was the law and the 
gospel of the group which came in to handle the 
insufficient tonnage the military permitted to 
come in, and learned by trial and error how to 
get food to the Greeks. 

But after the armed encounter of power poli- 
tics and fermenting freedom, as George Weller, 
a special correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, re- 
ported from Athens yesterday, the relief offi- 
cials found it more and more difficult to feed 
populations within the warring lines. Lt. Gen. 
Ronald M, Scobie, the chief of the British “mili- 
tary liaison’’—that is to say, Churchill’s No. 1 
man in Greece—undertook to confine UNRRA’s 
relief to “good” Greeks—those not touched with 
the madness of fighting for a republic instead 
of a Fascist-minded King. 

That’s when UNRRA officials parted company 
with the Whitehall General and his “military 
liaison.” They announced that they had found 
themselves “in unavoidable association with an 
—the 
British Army—and would not deal in one-sided 
relief, 

One swallow does not make a summer—but it 
is the harbinger of spring. UNRRA is for the 
relief of ALL the people, not just that fraction 
that plays with the British, or the Russians, or 
the Yanks. 
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Lady Astor’s Yes 


Lady Nancy Astor of Cliveden has not, in a 
quarter-century in the British House of Com- 
mons, achieved her. distinction by dint of being 
agreeable, or by supplying soft answers to wrath. 
The Viscountess from Virginia is a woman with 
a sharp mind and a sharp tongue. So these are 
startling sentiments she speaks when she says 
that her retirement from Parliament, of which 
she was the first woman member, was decided 
upon in deference to the wishes of her husband, 
Lord Waldorf Astor. 

Who would have supposed it? Behind that 
stern demeanor of the Member from Plymouth 
there is simply a woman of flesh and blood who, 
when properly asked, will go on home. To her, 
a low obeisance will be appropriate, but to 
Lord Waldorf Astor a very low obeisance. As 
long as there is an Englishman who can say to 
Nancy Astor, Go, and she goes—Britain’s future 
is in able and undiscourageable hands. 
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A 30-million-ton deposit of copper has been 
discovered in Arizona, Well, we can all be 
thankful that at any rate it wasn’t gold. 
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A Rule on Veterans’ Promotions 

The advantages which a grateful public has 
hastened to bestow upon the returning service 
man may easily turn into disadvantages unless 
both donor and recipient temper gratitude with 
good sense, An example of this is a ruling 
which WLB has just asked of Selective Service. 

Under the Selective Service Act, the returning 
veteran must automatically have the benefit of 
any promotion he would have had if he had 
been continuously on the job. Now WLB wants 
to know whether this provision would elevate 
an apprentice, who had not completed his ap- 
prenticeship, to journeyman status. 

Obviously it should not. An apprentice arbi- 
trarily promoted to journeyman before complet- 
ing his apprenticeship would profit temporarily 
through increased wages, but would suffer per- 
manently through loss of the apprentice training 
which he would never receive. The selective 
service provisions regarding promotions should 
be carefully hedged by wise interpretation to 
prevent veterans from losing educatien in the 
delusion that they are gaining something. 
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A committee of the New York State Bar As- 
sociation favors cheaper advice. And, please 
add, less of it.

This Friday, Dec. 15, is the 153rd anni- 
versary of the adoption of the American 
Bill of Rights. That may sound like a 
routine phrase out of a history book sand- 
wiched between steel engravings of George 
Washington and Thomas Jefferson. 


Well, it shouldn't when the rights of men 
all over the world hang precariously in the 
balance. To make that phrase come to life 
is to get an understanding of what it means 
to be an American and to be free. 


The Bill of Rights, as the first 10 amend- 
ments to the Constitution are called, is your 
charter of personal] liberties. It was bought 
by the blood and the sacrifice of the men 
who fought the American Revolution. 


There had been bills of rights before— 
the Magna Carta and the English Bill of 
Rights adopted by Parliament in 1689. But 
our revolutionary forebears thought those 
declarations on the dignity of man failed 
to go far enough. They wanted to make 
sure of the liberties for which they had 
fought. 


So they wrote into the new Constitution 
10 principles of individual freedom, dealing 
with: (1) the freedom of religion, speech 
and the press; (2) the right to establish 
state militia; (3) the quartering of troops 
in private houses; (4) the security of per- 
sons against unwarrahtable seageh and 
seizure; (5) capital crime; (6) Criminal 
prosecutions; (7) trial by jury; (8) bails, 
fines and punishments; (9) the relation of 
constitutional and “natural” rights; (10) 
the powers reserved to the states. (This 
might be a good day to get the Constitu- 
tion out and read them.) 


New Times, New Needs 


Our march toward freedom did not end 
with the adoption of those 10 amendments. 
Times change, and bring new needs, new 
moral standards. There have been 11 more 
amendments to the Constitution since the 
original 10, and they, too, deal largely with 
individual rights. 

Still additional freedoms are to be estab- 
lished after this war—many of them, we 
hope, on a@ world-wide scale. One such 
freedom hag just been debated hege in Chi- 
cago by representatives of 64 nations. That 
is the freedom of the air. Full agreement 
was not reached, but we made a start on 


—— on 


world settlement of the question where you 
may fly and how. 

President Roosevelt proclaimed “The 
Four Freedoms” which he hoped to see ap- 
plied to the people of the entire world, 
They are freedom of speech and expres- 
sion, freedom to worship, freedom from 
want and freedom from fear. The first 
two we have. The second two we have 
only imperfectly. But how many other 
peoples of the world have any of the Four 
Freedoms? 


New Bill of Rights 


The National Resources Planning Board, 
which drafted a proposal for America’s 
postwar caurse, wrote what it called “A 
New Bill of Rights,” elaborating on the 
Four Freedoms, It calis for: 

1. The right to work, usefully and cre 
atively through the productive years. 

2. The right to fair pay, adequate to 
command the necessities and amenities 
of life in exchange for work, ideas, thrift 
and other socially valuable services. 

8. The right to adequate food, clothing, 
shelter and medical care. 

4. The right to security, with freedom 
from fear of old age, want, dependency, 
sickness, unemployment and accident. 

5. The right to live in a system of free 
entérprise, free from compulsory labor, 
irresponsible private power, arbitrary 
public authority and unregulated mo- 
nopolies, 

6. The right to dome and go, to speak 
or be silent, free from the spyings of 
secret political, police, 

7, The right to equality before the law, 
with equal access to justice in fact, 

8. The right to education, for work, for 
citizenship and for personal growth and 
happiness, 

9 The right to rest, recreation and 
adventure, the opportunity to enjoy life 
and take part in 4 an advancing civilisa- 
tion. 

That is a big order. But it ig not too big 
for America—provided we remember, in the 
words of Thomas Paine, that “those who 
expect to reap the blessings of freedom 
must, Hke men, undergo the fatigues of 
‘supporting it.” 
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Railroads Can Install Safety Devices y

When rail wrecks happen, the papers 
tell the story which often winds up with 
the news that an investigation of the 
cause is under way. Sometimes months 
afterwards a report of the investigation 
may be given brief mention, But the 
public has forgotten the event and {s little 
interested in the post-mortem. 


The terrible wreck near Terre Haute, 
Ind., when more than a score of persons 
were killed, most of them men of the Air 
Forces, has had little subsequent publicity 
as to its cause, The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
however, notes that the accident, which 
occurred when an engineer on the Miami 
train ran by a red signal in the ‘fog, 
could not have occurred if the railroad 
had been équipped with the proper auto- 
matic safety device, Available is an aute 


matic stop which stops or slows down a 
train running through a stop signal. 
When radar enables an American war- 
ship to sink Japanese ships at night, miles 
away, it is tragic to think that our rail- 
roads have beén s6 tardy in installing 
safety devices. The fact ig that most of 
-them have to be forced on the roads by 
the interstate Commerce Commission, and 
then the individual roads beg for extension 
of time. Some of them would still be oper- 
ating without airbrakes, probably, if they 
hadn't been required to install them. 


The roads are in the money now. They 
ought to use part of it to modernize their 
plant and espedially to install improved 
safety signals and stops. Prevention of 
wrecks is really cheaper than cleaning

He pictures war in all its waste and 
cruelty. He abhors the barbarisms which 
are the more barbarous because they are 
the practices of men pretending to be civil- 
ized, Finally, he warns of the danger of 
men expecting or hoping, however natural- 
ly, to withdraw again to the kind of living 
which has made the squandering of youth, 
our energies and our talents necessary. 

In the hushed moments before battle 
Lt. Brown observes, men think of home, 
Often. Gratefully. Longingly. In sudden 
half-thoughts. In full minutes of deliberate 
and delicious reveries, Or in terms of vis- 
ual images which appear unsummoned and 
in sound-tracked technicolor before their 
eyes. They wonder what friends are doing, 
saying, thinking. They speculate, too, about 
the enemy, his hidden batteries, his bomb- 
ing planes and: the fearsome obstacles they 
must in so short a living time encounter. 

When the battle moved inland from the 
Normandy beaches and Brown went along, 
the smell of death was heavy on the 
meadows. Our young dead stabbed his 
heart.

What remained of their living had tke 
wise dwindled, The little batch of bisod- 
stained letters from home, the wrinkled 
anapshots, the half-eaten chocolate bar, the 
jackknife—these were all that spoke for 
the hungers they once had known and for 
the lives which had reached out to touch 
other lives. 

The invasion of Normandy, Se 
planned and triumphantly executed, does 
not completely satisfy the author. In his 
self-questioning, he insists that rational 
men can never be satisfied with war, grate- 
ful as they must be to have the side of 
freedom win.

Hiss, who was secretary general 
of the Dumbarton Oaks confer- 
held in Washington last 
Aug. 21 to Oct. 7, spoke at a Ro- 
tary Club luncheon at Hotel Stat- 
ler. With James F. Green, a 
State Department specialist on in- 
ternational organization, he ad- 
dressed a joint meeting of the 


newly organized St. Louis Chap- 
ter, Americans United for World 
Organization, Inc., at the League 
headquarters, 4740A McPherson 
avenue, in the afternoon. 

Members of the Rotary audi- 
ence, interested in practical appli- 
cation of the proposed interna- 
tional organization, asked Hiss 
how it would function in cases 
where one of the major powers 
follows a policy of its own, with- 
out consultation with other pow- 
ers. 
“T think it would have a salu- 
tary effect,” replied Hiss, “but I 
don't think any organization could 
coerce any major power. If the 
organization would apply force of 
arms against a power that per- 
sisted in aggressive tactics, it 
would be doing exactly what it is 
set up to prevent—starting a 
world war. The strength of the 
group would be in its co-operative 
spirit and the public opinion it 
could bring to bear.” 

The organization, as proposed, 
could expel members who violated 
its charter, Hiss said, and in the 
event of disputes between smaller 
nations could forcibly intervene if 
it chbse. Its chief purpose, he em- 
phasized, is to adjust disputes by 
peaceful means through arbitra- 
tion. An Economic and Social 
Council would be set up to help 
maintain equal trade opportunities 
because “if we have countries con- 
ducting economic warfare during 
a political peace, there won't be 
any peace for long.” 

The proposed organization dif- 
fers from the League of Nations, 
Hiss said, chiefly in its frank 
recognition that to preserve the 
peace, force is sometimes neces- 
sary, in recognizing the importance 
of economic problems and in com- 
bining the major powers. 

The plan calls for a General 
Assembly, on which all members

In recognizing differences be- 
tween Authorities we must have 
in mind the distinction to be made 
between questions such as the one 
just mentioned, affected by un- 
changeable weather conditions, 
and those which are man-made, 
such as battles for prestige and 
power between departments or 
lobbies. 


TVA Might Have Failed. 


If, for instance, the Corps of| 
Engineers of the Army had won 
its strenuous fight to btild the 
dams on the Tennessee, the TVA 
might well have been a failure. 
The Army Engineers, with naviga- 
tion as their chief responsibility, 
proposed a system of high dams 
for the Tennessee River, but only 
on the condition that they be built 
by private interests or by states or 
cities, with the Federal Govern- 
ment contributing only the cost of 
navigation facilities. Thig cost was 
to be measured by the estimated 
cost of a system of 32 low dams 
providing navigation only and 
proposed for construction in case 
utilities or the states were unin- 
terested—as they proved to be, de- 
spite persuasive efforts—in build- 
ing the high dams. 

Had these low dams been built, 
they might. have forestalled for- 
ever the construction of the sys- 
tem of nine high dams on the 
Tennessee which now produce 
large amounts of power as well 
as helping to control floods.

But through the 
consultation method all have been 
amicably adjusted. 

Another handicap to be encount- 
ered in some of the foreign pro- 
posals is industrial backwardness 
especially noticeable in regions 
with most to gain from a co-ordi- 
nated river development. The best 
development of a river valley calls 
for a nice integration \between in- 
dustry and agriculture, such as is 
developing in the Tennessee wa- 
tershed, 

This sequence closely resembles 
that now current between some of 
the States of the Union—especially 
noticeable as they are grouped into 
regions. 

For historical reasons, as well as 
because of the present- day balance 
of financial and “political power, 
our Northeastern section, where 
industry was first developed and 
where it still flourishes, fabricates 
a disproportionate share of the 
minerals and agricultural products 
of the South and West and then 
ships back the manufactured prod- 
ucts at g@nerally favorable freight 
rates to be sold frequently at pro- 
tected prices. 

As recently as 1905, 60 per cent 
of cotton, a product grown exclu- 
sively in the South and Southwest, 
was fabricated in the North. 

Today about 90 per cent of 
American wodl, mostly the product 
of the Ohio lley and the Moun- 
tain States, is used in New Eng- 
land mills, Of the copper mined in| 
the West, two-thirds is refined and 
about the Same percentage is 
manufactured along the Northern 
sector of the Atlantic Seaboard.

As a key to the volume of con- 
sumer sales of appliances, dealer 
reports in the TVA power service 
area for 1941, the last year in 
which complete records were kept, 
show that 56;312. refrigerators, 
19,286 ranges and 8310 water heat- 
ers were sold. The total dealer 


sales amounted to $18,958,505, rep- 


resenting annual sales per cus- 
tomer of $50.38. Yn 1940, the last 
year in which annual sales per 
customer in the nation as a whole 
were estimated, the per capita 
sales were $7.21, and in the South- 
east $6.43. 


One Final Observation. 


As to our American projects, one 
final observation. An outstanding 
characteristic of the nineteenth 
century was the colonial economy 
through which Great Britain, and 

other nations to a lesser extent, 
waxed rich and powerful through 
importing the raw products of far- 
away lands, processing them, and 
then shipping the manufactured 
articles overseas to countries then 
unequipped to produce’ them. 
These articles were almost invari- 
ably sold at fancy prices. 

For American business, in co- 
operation with the government, 
labor and agriculture, enthusias- 
tically and successfully to promote 
river valley projects at home and 
abroad would seem to be an in- 
viting task, and one which could 
indefinitely postpone the possibil- 


and Prosperity 


ity of widespread unemployment. 
It seems entirely probable that 
some government credit will be 
immediately available for domes- 
tic projects. Some of the Indian 
projects, that on the Godavaris 
River for instance, and the one 
in French West Africa, are being 
financed right at home by public 
authority. Presumably the Soviet 
Union knows where the rubles are 
coming from required for the 
largest hydro plant in the world, 
now building on the reconstructed 
Dnepropetrovsk site, 


One American company has 
given to one foreign country a 
fabulous drawing account to be 
used for works includin 
projects. A long-term credit pool, 
supported by a dozen American 
industrial concerns such as those 
listed earlier in this article, could 
make a substantial start in eradi- 
cating @hat abject poverty and 
squalor which not only disgrace 
civilization but threaten the peace 
of the world. 

Whatever the source of the fi- 
nancing, these developments must 
be permitted to stimulate, 


strengthen and broaden the base 
for democratic ways and greater 
human freedom. In the face of 
such an opportunity we should 
abandon all thoughts of a shrink- 
ing economy. 

A large part of the earth's sur- 
face is yearning to be made over 
TVA-wise.

SOMEWHERE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
AVORITE GAL: Another letter before it 
gets dark and the shooting starts. Those 
Japs are a damned nuisance. Since I wrote

Those 
who come primarily to see this attractive couple make love 
will become annoyed because they have to watch, instead, an

RANGE CAKE means different 

things to different people. Plain 

or white cake baked in layers 
and laid together with an orange 
filling and then iced with seven- 
minute frosting is orange cake. 
Cake batter that uses orange juice 
instead of milk for the liquid is 
also orange cake, because it has 
the true orange flavor. The fol- 
lowing recipe produces a cake of 


beautiful texture and grain and 


definitely orange in flavor. There 
are many ways of elaborating it 
and we suggest two—frosted cup 
cakes and a layer out of the same 
batter. This cake could also be 
split and laid together with an 
orange filling and served immedi- 
ately, or covered and placed fn the 
refrigerator to ripen and come 
forth as an icebox cake. 


Orange Cake. 


Two and one-half cups cake 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon baking soda, two 
teaspoons baking powder, one-half 
cup shortening, one and one-half 
cups. sugar, four eggs: four egg 
yolks in cake, three egg whites in 
cake, reserve one egg white for 
frosting; one-half teaspoon grated 
orange rind, three-fourths cup or- 
ange juice, 

Sift flour and measure, then sift 
three times with salt, baking soda 
and baking powder. Cream short- 
ening, add sugar gradually and 
beat until light and fluffy. Add 
egg yolks one at a time and beat 
well after each addition. Add 
orange rind. Fold in sifted dry 
ingredients alternately with orange 
juice and beat until smooth after 
each addition. Beat three egg 
whites until stiff, and fold into 
batter. Bake in one eight-inch 
square and 12 cup cakes, or two 
nine-inch layer pans at 350 degrees 
F. for 20 to 30 minutes depending 
on size of pan, until cake tests 
done. Don’t make a minute longer 
than necessary; a little over-bak- 
ing spoils the best of cake. 


Frosting. 


Three tablespoons butter or 
margarine, one cup confectioners’ 
sugar, one-half teaspoon vanilla, 
one-fourth teaspoon orange ex- 
tract (or one-half teaspoon orange 
rind), one beaten egg white. Cream 
butter, add sugar gradually and 
cream thoroughly. Add flavorings 
and cream, Add egg White and 
beat until creamy. This will frost 
both layers but not sides, or one 
square and 12 cupcakes, 


BREAKFAST: Tomato juice, 
ready-to-eat cereal, pan fried 
bacon, toast. 

LUNCHEON: Eggs in mustard 
sauce, raw spinach salad, home 
canned peaches, 


Eggs in Mustard Sauce. 

Remember that eggs are “hard- 
cooked” and not “hard-boiled,” 
which means simmering, not boil- 
ing, for 20 minutes. One way to 
be sure of this is to put eggs on 
in cold water, bring to a boil, turn 
off heat, cover and allow to stand 
20 minutes. Cool in cold water at 
once, to prevent any black ring 
from forming around yolk, For 
eggs in mustard sauce, prepare a 
white sauce of three tablespoons 
shortening, one-fourth cup flour 
and two cups milk. Mix tdgether 
one and one-half teaspoon sugar, 
one teaspoon salt, one and one- 
half teaspoon dry mustard and 


‘four tablespoons vinegar and add 


to the white sauce. Add six hard- 
cooked, peeled and sliced eggs. 
Heat thoroughly and serve over 
Chinese noodles, toast points, or 
bite size whole wheat cereal bis- 
cuits. 

DINNER: Braised liver and 
onion, escalloped pimiento pota- 
toes, broccoli, sliced beef salad, 


‘bread and orange cup cakes with 


orange cream frosting. 

Serve milk for today: three cups 
for each child, one cup for each 
adult. 

Do you use fodized salt regular- 
ly? In a recent meeting of the 
Food and Nutrition Board of the 
National Research Council, the 
use of iodized salt was recom- 
mended highly for all parts of the 
country, especially the middle 
west, and Great Lakes region. 
They state that if all salt was 
jodized there would be no goiter 
problem as the smal! daily amount 
needed is easily supplied by table 
salt.

Try some cheese flavored potato 
chips. Spread chips out on a 
shallow pan, sprinkle with grated 
cheese and bake a few minutes 
until crisp. These should be 
served at once.

War's Effect 
On Health in 
Other Lands

HE war has not relaxed the 
T vigilance of health authorities 

in the United States, Canada, 
Mexico and Central America, with 
the result that the health of the 
civil population on this continent 
is better than it was before the 
war. 

But not so in the rest of the 
world. 

The problem of reconstruction 
will be enormously complicated by 
these grim conditions. 

It can perhaps best be illus- 
trated by the situation in tuber- 
culosis. For 75 years there has 
been a worldwide decline in inci- 
dence of tuberculosis, accelerated 
immensely, especially in this coun- 
try, during the last three decades 
by deliberate planning and cam- 


paigning.

* 

IN 19389 WHEN the war started 
in Europe the mortality from tu- 
berculosis in the United States was 
47. In 1943 it was 42. Canada’s ex- 
perience has been about the same. 

In England and Wales the rate 
rose during the first years of war 
from 62 to 69, but from 1941 it 
has again declined. 

In countries where the ravages 
of war have been an immediate 
experience, however, the story is 
entirely different. Statistics are 
naturally spotty, but we have 
some reliable ones, In Paris the 
tuberculosis mortality rate rose 
10 per cent during the first six 
months of 1941, over 1939. Among 
children the rate has increased 30 
per cent. 

In Holland and Belgium the in- 
crease is 50 per cent since the be- 
ginning of the war. In Germany 
from 1939 to 1942 the incerase is 
24 per cent. In Rome 3450 per- 
sons died from tuberculosis in the 


-first half of 1944 compared to an 


annual average prewar mortal- 
ity of 1200.

JAPAN HAS ALWAYS been a 
generation behind western coun- 
tries in tuberculosis control. For 
two decades prior to Pearl Harbor 
the rate was about 200 per 100,000 
population. Exact figures are not 
available, but scattered reports 
indicate a major upswing in inci- 
dence, 

The causes for these conditions 
are not difficult to determine— 
break up of Public Health service, 
crowded and uncertain living 
quarters, and lack of food. But 
the situation indicates the neces- 
sity for eternal vigilance. Our 
enemy is scotched not killed, It 
awaits, ever ready to renew its 
depredations at the slightest op- 
portunity. 

There is another lesson, which 
is that to preserve our own gains 
we must not let any refugee or 
immigrant enter our country with- 
out an extra careful examination 
as to the possibility of his being 
a tuberculosis carrier.

TUBERCULOSIS, as I said, is 
merely an indicator of general 
health conditions abroad. I was 
talking to a doctor recently re- 
turned from China. He showed 
me some pictures of little children 
with nutritional dropsy—their legs 
and bellies and faces all swollen. 

This is an old story of ‘war and 
famine, American scientists, Dr. 
Gideon Wells and Roger Perkins, 
studied postwar nutritional edema 
in Romania in 1918, as did Dr. A. 
J. Carlson in Russia. Then first 
theories were that the condition 
was due to lack of Vitamin A if 
the diet. But this was disproved 
when Emma Kohmann showed 
that the real cause was lack of 
protein in the diet—meat, eggs, 
milk. It rapidly clears up when 
these foods are given, in fact 
when any kind of a complete and 
balanced diet is furnished. 

The burden of rehabilitation of 
these stricken peoples must fall 
upon our magnanimous and great 
hearted country. Since we have 
really improved our health record 
on rationing it may be supposed 
we can stand the annoyances of it 
for a few years more, Certainly 
we cannot let the little children 
in foreign countries suffer fn or- 
der to provide midnight lunches 
for ourselves. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

P. A. C.: Is there any treat- 
ment other than surgery for Du- 
puytren’s contracture of the hand? 

Answer: Dupuytren’s contrac- 
ture is the formation of scar tissue 
in the palmar tendons of the hand, 
causing the fingers to remain in 
a semi-closed position. I have 
never known exercises or stretch- 
ing or massage to do it any good.

How the Nazis Convict Themselves 
Enemy's Own Statements Provide Potent Material for Radio Warfare

(This is the second of two 
stories on the amazing propaganda 
success being scored by radio 
Luxemburg.) : 

LUXEMBURG. 

HE first propaganda principle 
T in the radio Luxemburg shows 

is to let the Germans supply 
the material against themselves. 
Some of the programs may be 
said to be written entirely by the 
enemy. For nothing can be more 
convincing than the use of docu- 
ments, letters, statements through 
which the Nazis convict them- 
selves. 

Thus radio Luxemburg was first 
to bring out the famous Himmler 
order to German officers, in which 
he declared that the whole world 
knew that ‘“‘successful disengaging 
movement” was nothing but a re- 
treat, and that there had been 
enough of such routs. Other ex- 
traordinary documents, such as 
Keitel’s fulminations against offi- 
cers who were doing a black mar- 
ket business with cigarettes and 
other rations withheld from sol- 
diers, were put on the air. 

One program gave the Germans, 
for the first time, authentic de- 
tails* about their infamous “999” 
units, composed of murderers, 
thieves, convicts, and even po- 
litical prisoners dragooned from 
the jails. The existence of these 
units had been kept secret from 
the population of the Reich. 

When Aaachen was under siege, 
radio Luxemburg hammered away 
at the morale of the population to 
the point where white flags made 
of bedsheets and towels began to 
appear in the windows, following 
the instructions given by the radio 
station. At the behest of the radio 
announcers, a committee of 
pregnant women, in the city, went 
to beg the burgomeister to sur- 


render.

ND when Aachen was entered, 
A radio Luxemburg at once 

broadcast a detailed account 
of how Kreisleiter Schubert of the 
Nazi party, and Oberbannfuehrer 
Werle of the Hitler Youth, and 
Storm Troop Leader Legrand, and 
all the Nazi leaders had fled well 
in advance of the city’s capture. 
They were called off, by name 
and address, and phone number, 
with full records. 

One of the most effective of ra- 
dio Luxemburg’s programs, com- 
posed from German material, is a 
daily broadcast called “Letters 
That Never Reached You.” These 
letters are culled from Army and 
civilian postal bags, found in cap- 
tured towns. The theme song is a 
popular German tune, “You Are 
In My Heart.” 

Letters from wives to soldiers, 
from soldiers homeward, letters 
from children to their fathers at 
war, each identified correctly, are

read over the air. Thus, Para- 
trooper First Class Hans Kuep- 
pinger, Army Post Office No, 51,- 
585, Brussels Post Office, wrote to 
his wife Gretchen, Hamburg 20, 
59 Bleecker street: “,. I can read- 
ily understand that you have been 
really frightened at not hearing 
from me for so long atime. But 
we weren’t allowed to send any 
mail. An order forbidding it came 
from the regiment. ... We have 
just put a march of 110 kilometers 
behind us. I can only say that we 
live here as if we were in a witch's 
cauldron. ., .” 

Cpl. George Guffroy wrote to 
his wife Kaethel, “How is it all 
going to end? I don’t know 
whether we’re encircled or whether 
we're disengaging ourselvés_ to- 
ward the rear. . .” And Mrs, Die- 
den wrote to her friend, Pfc. Willi 


Klos, “From what our poor sol- 


diers are saying, they could hard- 
ly run away as fast as the Ameri- 
cans advanced. I just spoke to a 
soldier who said we needn’t be 
frightened, since the Americans 
haven't eaten anybody yet... If 
you could only hear what the sol- 
diers for the most part are saying. 
They’ve all had a belly full. That 
gives you a slight idea of what it's 
like in the West. I'll have to give 
this letter to a soldier to take 
along. The postal service takes 
care of no one any more... .” 
Again, a soldier, Cpl. John Fis- 
seni, wrote'to his sweetheart, Ma- 
ria Thil: “My darling ... one 


thing I’ll tell you—before I let my- 
self be shot to death for good 
and all, I'll sooner become a pris- 
oner of war, That is, if we ever 
get into another trap like the last 
one, Three tanks and an armored 
car passed us only 20 meters 
away ... it’s a miracle we es- 
caped at all!” And Mrs. E. Kor- 
netzki wrote to her son, Rudolph, 
a Sergeant, “Else Marker’s hus- 
band has fallen, Gerti Wagner’s 
husband has fallen, also Hans 
Dachne, Helmut Ischt, Friedel 
Koeler’s husband .,. and now, 
you too are going to the front.” 

“Relatives need have no worry,” 
the listeners are reminded, “about 
prisoners of ag

HUS, the basic method of 
T radio Luxemburg is to im- 
press the German mind with 
facts taken from their own side. 
Sometimes the station hag more 
specific tasks, One of these is to 
discourage German soldiers from 
undertaking missions as spies. A 
remarkable program on this theme 
was recorded recently, when two 
soldiers, Josef Wende and Steph- 
an Kotas, who had been sent 
across the lines in civilian clothes, 
were caught. The men had tried 
to pose as Polish laborers, but 
some American soldiers who spoke 
Polish recognized their feeble 
knowledge of the language. The 
spies were tried, and sentenced to 
death. ° 
As they stood before the firing 
squad, they spoke, “This is Steph- 


an Kotas of the Twenty-sixth Reg- 
iment, Forty-eighth German In- 
fantry Division, speaking,” radio 
Luxemburg broadcast, from the 
recording of the event, “I and 
my friend Wende were sent into 
the American line& in civilian 
clothes by our officers to get in- 
formation. Nobody told us what 
it meant to do such a thing. Any 
soldiers who try the same thing 
can be certain of what the con- 
sequences will be, because that’s 
spying. I just want to say that 
anyone who has heard me should 
inform my parents and give them 
my dearest greetings.” 

The radio reporter asked, “Were 
you put before a military court?” 
Kotas said, “Yes, and we had a 
Colonel to defend us and a First 
Lieutenant as attorney.” 

“Did you also have an inter- 
preter to translate for you?” 

“We had three interpreters to 
translate for us,” said Kotas. 

Shortly afterward, the firing 
squad was heard, marching into 
the square, Then the orders, and 
the shots.

HIS program was broadcast 
many times over, from the re- 
cording. It must have had a 
discouraging effect on potential 
spies. 

Thus, the psychological warriors 
of the Twelfth Army Group carry 
on their task. They are a small 
unit. Preparing and writing the 
scripts, under Capt. Habe, are 
Tech. Sergeants Stefan Heym, also 
a well-known novelist; Hans Bur- 
ger, director and writer; Stephen 
Brown-Joussard, Peter Weiden- 
reich, Jules Bond, and Otto Brand, 
Many of them are American citi- 
zens of German birth. Attached to 
this Army unit, are three civilian 
experts: Richard Hanser, a news- 
paperman, Norbert Gruenfeld, an- 
nouncer and producer, and Walter 
Nathan, in charge of the letters 
program. 

This hard-working unit cam- 
paigned straight across France. 
Before Radio Luxemburg was 
taken, they wrote leaflets, and 
went on “hog-calling missions” to 
the enemy lines, which they ad- 
dressed via loudspeaker wagon. 
They lived in tents, and once in 
an ancient, plumbingless chateau, 
and sometimes in the muddy 
woods. Just now they are beauti- 
fully set up in the modern offices 
of the radio station, with real 
desks, solid typewriters, tele- 
phones, and electric light. They 
work an average 14-hour day and 
consider their life a heavenly 
dream because as often as il 
times a week BBC pays them the 
compliment of rebroadcasting 
their shows. 

Also, Tom Jones, the Yank from 
Green Bay, Wisconsin, the sta- 
tion’s star performer, has invented 
a slogan addressed to incoming 
prisoners: “When surrendering, 
please mention Radio Luxem- 


burg.”

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 


HERE is no subject today 

which I think is creating more 

interest than our housing prob- 
lems. I am getting more and more 
plans sent me which might . be 
termed ideas and dreams for the 
future in this field. Among others, 
a well-known New York architect 
sent me a plan for rebuilding all 
the areas in the big cities as they 
reach a point where they are no 
longer profitable because patching 
up becomes too expensive. 

This man would build the new 
areag with every apartment facing 
an open space, and he has thought 
of rather a nice name for these 
new housing projects, He suggests 
that they should be called “cities 
for heroes.” 

Anyone who reads the papers, 


with their daily chronicle of innu- 
merable heroic deeds done by our 
men in different parts of the 
world, knows that many of them 
are going to return to big cities 
in various parts of this country. 
Their earning capacity will be 
small at first, or it may be large. 
Their progress in civilian life may 
be slow or rapid, but it will not 
alter the fact that in the war they 
were heroes, and all of them are 
entitled to the best that we can 
give them in the way of living 
space, 

The American Academy of Arts 
and Letters in New York City is 
holding a éity-wide essay contest, 
among the high schools, on how 
our national capital was created. 
Each Thursday, excluding Christ- 
mas week, until Feb. 15, when the 


contest ends, at the Academy gal- 
lery on Broadway between 155th 
and 156th streets, there will be a 
full color movie shown from 2:30 
to 3:30 p, m., and‘a lecture and ex- 
hibit on the growth of Washing- 
ton, D. C. This is to provide the 
background material for the con- 
test, andeat the Academy Gallery 
there is an additional exhibit show- 
ing the plans and models of the 
city from 1732 to the present day, 
including original maps and 
sketches by L’Enfant, President 
Washington's selected sites for 
avenues and public buildings, and 
President Jefferson’s proposed 
changes. 


I think this is a most interest- 
ing contest, because it will enable 
our young people to gain a better 
understanding of the imagination 
and the initiative of the men who 
made these plans, as well as of the

It was not very enterprising 


of East to pass over North’s four 
heart bid. Certainly he could have 
bid four spades. West could have 
made either six or seven odd in 
that suit, depending on whether 
North led a heart or a diamond, 

Against the actual five diamond 
contract West led the club jack 
and East won with the king. He 
followed up with the ace of clubs, 
and South cooly threw off the 
four of hearts, making East a 
present of the trick. Exactly 
what South hoped for then came 
to pass! East was far too greedy 
to lay down the spade ace and 
collect a one trick penalty—he 
felt that since West had shown 
heart strength there was nothing 
much to worry about in that di- 
rection, and therefore that he 
would keep his tenace over dum- 
my’s spade king. It was a rash 
decision, particularly in view of 
the fact that East returned, not a 
trump (which would have “fixed” 
the declarer), but a heart! The 
ace won and South promptly 
ruffed a heart. He returned to 
the nine of diamonds and ruffed 
another heart—always using high 
trumps from his own hand and 
carefully keeping the trump three 
for eventual communication with 
dummy‘s five-spot. The trump 
king was the entry for a third 
heart ruff that exhausted West's 
stoppers; then the diamond three 
was led to the five and the two 
long hearts provided an admirable 
haven for both of South’s spades. 
Five diamonds doubled, bid and 
made!
